RIO MEDINA AND CLIFF. 
FLETCHER’S FARMING PATTERNS

C. M. Merritt on an inspection trip 
to the oat fields of the San Geronimo 
Pure Seed Growers Association of 
Cliff and Rio Medina.

tion was for the purpose of getting 
the percent of off-type varieties be­ 
fore oats were cut and bundled. 
There are twelve fields with a total 
of one thousand acres in this as­ 
sociation. 
Messrs. Miller and Short 
estimated after close inspection of 
each field that only one hundredth of 
one percent were off-type variety and 
the oats were the best they had ever 
seen grow in Texas, or any other 
State, which was very pleasing to 
these farmers who have worked so 
tirelessly for three years, field rogu­ 
ing, seed selecting, testing, cleaning 
and treating to prevent smut. 
They 
now expect to reap the fruits of 
their labor as they are going to have 
the best seed oats in Texas to put 
on the market. 
The oat 
fields laden 
with their 
heavy heads of seed have convinced 
these farmers that their extra labor 
will he well rewarded. 
The yield 
per acre "ill be unusually large this 
year.
